STATEMENT 


My paintings are made directly from nature. I study the visual 
experience to discover forms, tones, and colors that will set up 
equivalencies in paint to the perceived world. One of the ways 
this process is most clearly manifested is in the creation of a 
clearly readable space which the eye can move through smoothly and 
without interruption - a space that implies as well those areas 
beyond the limits of the picture frame and those hidden behind 
objects within the picture. 

These paintings are grounded on an intellectual understanding 
of the traditional structures of western art - perspective, geometry 
anatomy; but the process of making them is at its heart intuitive, 
irrational. They are as much as possible a faithful and naive 
transcription of the visual experience. As light and, in the case 
of landscape, weather changes, the painting changes also. That is, 
the purpose of the pictures is not to record an impressionist's 
moment, but rather, the sum of the artist's experiences before 
the motif. (For this reason the bright greens of full summer may 
be found in one part of a picture, the reds and browns of autumn 
in another.) 

The goal of this method is the discovery of an underlying 
structure in nature, an order of balanced stresses, no matter 
how tenuous, that will yield an understandable whole, a whole 
that can be lived in and travelled through. The opposite of 
this approach is the willful imposition of a "style ' upon nature. 
These pictures attempt to present neither an interpretation of 
nature, nor a manifestation of the artist's will. They are the 
simple result of a notetaking procedure that follows established 
visual conventions.
